Selected  for  18th  Annual 
Bellamy  Flag  Award 

Berkeley  High  School  has  been  selected  to  receive  the 
18th  Annual  Bellamy  Flag  Award  and  represent  the 
State  of  California  in  the  Bellamy  Award  family  for  a 
5  0-year  period. 

The  National  Bellamy  Award  honors  Francis  Bellamy, 
who  authored  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  1892.  It  is  particularly  fit- 
ting that  Berkeley  receive  this  award  since  Mr.  Bellamy's 
son,  John  Benton  Bellamy,  lives  in  Berkeley,  and  his 
grandson  and  great-grandson  live  in  the  Bay  area.  All 
three  will  be  participating  in  the  ceremony. 

In  making  the  announcement  of  the  award,  Miss 
Margarette  S.  Miller  of  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  the  orig- 
inator of  the  award  and  biographer  of  Francis  Bellamy, 
designated  Berkeley  High  School  as  a  "representative 
California  High  School  in  a  state  which  has  many  out- 
standing schools.  However,"  Miss  Miller  said,  "the  pri- 
mary basis  for  the  presentation  of  the  Bellamy  Award  (a 
large  American  Flag  and  scroll)  to  Berkeley  High  School 
is  the  achievement  of  its  Alumni,  its  outstanding  record 
of  good  scholarship,  its  promotion  of  good  citizenship  in 
school  and  community,  its  peaceful  and  commendable 
integration  of  races  and  religions,  the  remarkable  work 
of  its  faculty  and  the  specific  accomplishments  of  its 
alumni  in  the  fields  of  Government,  education,  sports, 
arts,  the  Theater,  and  the  Armed  Forces." 

When  Berkeley  High  School  receives  the  National 
Bellamy  Award  on  October  12,  19  59,  the  school  will 
actually  pay  tribute  in  return  to  Francis  Bellamy,  the 
author  of  the  31 -word  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  Behind  the 
award,  however,  a  virtual  war  between  Virginia  and 
Massachusetts  went  on  for  21  years  before  Mr.  Bellamy 
was  recognized  as  the  real  author.  Until  a  U.S.  Congres- 
sional Library  proclamation  on  September  1  1,  19  57, 
finally  cleared  up  the  matter,  it  was  believed  that  James 
Upham,  the  owner  of  Youth's  Companion,  a  now  de- 
funct Boston  magazine,  was  the  author  of  the  Pledge. 

Instrumental  in  discovering  this  true  author  of  the 
Pledge — Francis  Bellamy — was  Miss  Margarette  S.  Mill- 
er of  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  the  present  trustee  of  the 
annual  Bellamy  award.

Don't  make  the  mistake  of  using  your  magnifying  glass  as  a  two-way  mirror,  magnify- 
ing other  people's  imperfections  and  your  virtues,  and  minimizing  your  own  faults  and 
their  good  points.  Learn  to  use  your  magnifying  glass  wisely,  both  in  judging  others 
and  yourself. 

Your  high  school  education  should  prepare  you  to  make  this  outward  impression — 
this  look  through  a  magnifying  glass — an  impression  which  is  good  and  pleasing,  one 
that  makes  friends  and  influences  people.  I  hope  your  years  at  Berkeley  High  School 
have  so  prepared  you.
